CITV MANAGER BILL CONSIDERED 
State represen tatives at Sprin gfield have before them 
five bills which would permit Chicago an d other Illin ois 
cities of more than 5,000 population to vote whether or n ot 
they favor city man agers in stead of ald erman ic or commis­ 
sion forms of govern men t. 
A great argum en t is mad e over the fact th at people 
ought to have the right to chan ge to the city m an ager plan 
if they so d esire. 
It is also said , in a bulletin from the 
Chicago city man ager committee, that Cin cin n ati, Toled o, 
Oaklan d an d some 450 other American cities n ow have city 
man agers. 
Illin ois cities of less than 5,000 population may 
ad opt the plan if they wish. 
Amon g those cities which the Chicago committee failed 
to men tion when praisin g city man ager govern men ts is 
Kan sas City. Mo., which is in the n ews because n in ety in ­ 
d ictmen ts have been return ed by a coun ty gran d jury in ­ 
vestigatin g crime an d political corruption . 
Accord in g to 
n ews reports the city is in the han d s of Democratic boss 
Tom Pen d ergast. 
There have been election sluggin gs an d 
slayin gs, kid n apin gs, vote fixin g, graveyard registration s, 
registration s of the same person s in more than on e precin ct , 
an d con viction s for election irregularities. 
There are gan g­ 
sters an d racketeers who seem to flourish with a min imum 
of police in terferen ce; an d in at least on e in stan ce a petty 
tire thief seems immun e to prison threats. Labor racketeers 
have been permitted to ply their busin ess open ly; automo­ 
biles privately own ed have been d amaged by acid thrown by 
agitators who d id n ’t hse the m an ufacturer’s labor policy. 
Fo r a time the city was in a reign of terror because of win ­ 
d ow smashin g. 
No on e would make the poin t that this scen e is caused 
by the city man ager form of govern m en t; what we wish to 
prove is that the city man ager govern men t d id n ot preven t it. 
Often it is said that every city has graft an d vice in d irect 
ratio to the n umber of people who fail to make kn own their 
d isapproval. 
It is hard to say even that harsh a thin g of 
Kan sas City, which has a remarkable record asid e from its 
political aspects. 
The truth is that at some time the city 
got in to the wron g han d s. 
The con clusion must be that if the setup is favorable to 
nee an d political irregularities, these evils will flourish in 
spite of either city man agers, ald ermen or commission ers. 
Probably the cities of Illin ois that wish to ad opt city 
man ager form of govern men t should be allowed the right 
to vote in favor of it. But it will n ot be a pan acea.

D. A. R. has a 
rule again st Negro meetin gs in its hall. The 
D. A. R. was in 
a spot. 
It would have been in 
an even worse 
spot if it had permitted the con tralto to sin g, but d en ied ad ­ 
mission to colored people who wan ted to hear her. 
The sin ger’s man agers, if they wished , could have d e­ 
termin ed in ad van ce whether permission could be obtain ed , 
but apparen tly they or Miss An d erson wished to make an 
issue head -on . 
We speak n ot of thin gs as they might be. but as they 
are. 
Neither this gen eration n or man y to come will see a 
solution to the race problem in the Un ited States. There are 
or at least have been town s in the southwest where colored 
people, however worthy, are n ot permitted to resid e. 
The 
south has its Jim Crow regulation s an d en forces them vigor­ 
ously. 
Every train south of the Mason -Dixon lin e has its 
Jim Crow car in which Negroes must rid e. There are Negro 
schools, Negro theaters an d Negro restauran ts. 
The Marian An d erson in cid en t is a tin y cross-section of 
a great problem. 
Still, it n eed n ot be a great problem. 
Thin kin g about 
it illogieally makes it d ifficult to d eal with. 
The greatest 
Negro lead ers have urged that the two races live apart. 
Equality n eed have n o bearin g on the situation . 
There sim­ 
ply is a white race an d a black race, an d soun d thought in 
both races calls for reason able segregation . 
We have seen a white man thrown out of a Negro res­ 
tauran t m the south, where the old er gen eration still thin ks 
about the problem in telligen tly. 
On the other han d we 
have seen white child ren an d their d usky frien d s play games 
together without in teferen ce. 
We have seen white men who 
were virtually brought up by Negro n urses, an d houses 
staffed with Negro servan ts. 
Most of the Negro's un happin ess in regard to segrega­ 
tion is d ue to the el forts of those who seek to make political 
capital out of the Negro vote.
